the Lower House, Tom Brolley Will 


Have Tw o Years More of Official 


Life Than He Expected When He 


W a s Elected For the Second Time 


Last Fall. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 21.—A bill extend­ 
ing the term of Thomas \Y. Brolley, 
state statistician, for a period of two 
years, m aking the office one of four 
years instead of two years, was passed 
by the senate. 
The excuse offered for 
the passage of the bill was that it is a 
hardship to make a canvass for an 
office every two years where the office 
pays only $3,000 a year. 
Senator Cary Jackson's bill reviving 
senate bill 105 of the 1911 session, was 
passed to engrossm ent. 
This bill pro­ 
vides that foreign corporations doing 
business in Indiana shall 
have no 
more powers than corporations organ­ 
ized in Indiana. 
The bill was killed 
in the house two years ago after a 
fight. 
The hill revising the law governing 
the paym ent of court reporters, was 
recommended for passage. 
The bill 
was amended to give the reporters $5 
a day for the time actually engaged in 
attending court. 
The teachers’ pension bill, which 
would adm it fourteen former Indian­ 
apolis school teachers to the benefits 
of the present teachers’ pension law. 
was passed in the senate by a vote of 
34 to 2. 
Doings in the House. 
The house voted to give authority 
to county commissioners to add $1.000 
to the annual salary paid county su­ 
perintendents in six counties, to boost 
the salary of the auditor of Vander- 
burg county from $6,500 to $9,300 and 
to increase the pay of petit and grand 
jurors from $2 to $4 a day. The house 
only a few days ago voted to add two 
years to the term s of the county su­ 
perintendents. 
The Riley bill to li­ 
cense, without examination, druggists 
who have been actually engaged in the 
drug business for ten or more years, 
was among the eleven bills passed on 
third 
reading. 
The

voted 
against concurring in the regular ap­ 
propriations bill as amended by the 
senate, and the bill was sent to con­ 
ference.

Other cabinet 
ministers made speeches. 
There is a 
strong feeling against Madero among 
the senators, but among the deputies 
there is a powerful sentiment for exile. 
Files of infantrymen with fixed bay­ 
onets are drawn up in front of the 
doors of the legislative palace. 
Citi­ 
zens are not permitted to approach 
Newspaper men are refused entrance. 
The wildest rumors are prevalent. The 
belief of the people is that the ex-presi­ 
dent is in grave peril. 
The execution 
of Gustavo Madero is likely to be fol­ 
lowed by other ^pnilitary executions.
